ieeuo $75,000 IK bonds for tho purpose of 
completion the eewer system. In tie 
first plflce,t!io Bum intended for this pur- 
poee sseroB exorbitant; in the second 
place, it does not appear that tho ex- 
tension o£ the system throughout tho 
entire city ie RODorally demanded; fiu- 
ally, in view of the uncertainty as to 
wbo would control tho expenditure of 
the money it th* bands wore voted, it 
would be wiser to take no cbsncea and 
to defeat the bonds. Let ua firat con- 
sider the cost of the additional work to 
be done. The estimate of the city en- 
gineer is (50,000 for the sewering and 
$25,000 
for 
tho flualilag apparatus. 


This estimate was from the very begin- 
ning considered excessive by many peo- 
ple and their opinion IB reidforced by 
sach an excellent authority aa Engineer 
Shepard. 
FUR- thonght, however, that 


the cost as figured out by Eatuueer 
Etter was so far beyond the actual value 
of the contemplated improvement BS Mr. 
Shepard's figures makes it appear. The 
latter estimates that to complete the eye- 
tern would cost but $40,000; or at most 
Borne £46,000, i! the discount obtainable 
on the piping vreie but 30 per cent in- 
Bteai ol GO, the baaia on which Mr. 
Shcpaid calculated. This creat differ- 
ence in the efllima'es is in itself a enffi- 
cient reaeon to defeat tho honde. It ie 
plainly wrong to ftppropria'e more money 
for an improvement than is needed. An- 
other thing to be considered is thnt even 
in ita present ecu-union tat: eewor by.-iL-i;i 
ie not uaed to its fall extent, many 
houses in the city which are reached by 
the main pipea being unconnected with 
the Hewer. It IB certain thiit il the

The city has already n inrpo bonded in- 
debtedness, $.173,030, and at It-ss: ?75,- 
000 more will be needed for school pur- 
poses. To add $7o,000 raoio ta this 
would burden tb'j city with a dohl 
greater than ths tax payers can v?ry we'l 
bear. Tue bett3r course, therefore, if to 
ertend tbe system gradually, enpplyint 
those localities most in need of generat 
flnt. 
This could be done hy an cxpendi- 


tnre of $10,000 or 115,000 the coming 
year, and farther extensions could bo
